Allowable Subject Matter 

The instant invention now appears to be in condition for allowance. While there 
are numerous example of polycarbosiloxanes in the literature, the Examiner was unable 
to locate one that was both (i) crosslinkable by virtue of the presence of reactive 
moieties pendant to, or at the ends of, the polymer and (ii) had a refractive index of at 
least 1 .43 due to the presence of high phenyl group content. Claims 18-20 and 22-24 
are allowable. 

JP 60-120755 is cited as being of interest, but not particularly germane to, the 
instant invention for their disclosure of a curable composition comprising 
polysilalkylenesiloxane bearing SiH groups and an alkenyl-functional polysiloxane but 
there is no indication that the former possesses a refractive index within the range 
mandated by the claims.
